Munitions and supply department 
officials, announcing the address 
today, said it would be broadcast 
over a national network of the Can- 
adian Broadcasting Corporation, 
starting at 8 p.m., M.D.T. 

Gasoline rationing is in effect on 
April 1, the first “ticket rationing” 
system to be imposed in Canada in 
the present war. 

Supply officials said there was 
an important association between 
the rubber aNd gasoline shortages, 
as the inability of drivers to ob- 
tain new tires will encourage them 
to undertake less driving this year 
and thereby conserve gasoline sup- 
plies. 

Officials, said Mr.*Howe in his 
address, will answer inquiries 
which have come from all parts 
of Canada respecting rubber and 
gasoline shortages and the means 
of dealing with the situation 
brought about by the battles he- 
ing waged on both the Atlantic 
and the Pacific.

HEAD HUNTERS

SYDNEY Australia, March 21. 
—(CP)—The war in New Guinea 
probably will be complicated by 
Outbreaks of head hunting among 
cannibals from the Sepik River 
area where some of the world’s 
wildest tribes are found, the Port 
Moresby correspondent of the 
Sydney Sun reported today.

Restrictions 
On Bakeries 
Start Monday 


OTTAWA, March 21.—(CP)— 
Deliveries of bread and bakery 
products to householders, retafl- 
ers, hotels, restaurants, and can- 
teens will be limited to one a day 
on week days with no special or 
Sunday deliveries, and the num- 
ber of varieties of bread and 
rolls will be reduced, William H. 
Harrison, bread and bakery pro- 
ducts administrator of the war- 
time prices and trade board, an- 
nounced last night, 

Mr. Harrison's order, effective 
Monday, “eliminates entirely such 
time-consuming and non-esesntial 
frills as docking, twisting dough, 
cross-panning, splitting or cutting 
dotigh before baking,” the board 
said in a statement. 

“Under the order all kinds of 
bread are affected, including white, 
fancy, fruit, raisin, whole wheat, 
brown, rye and high vitamin (Can- 
ada approved) made of leavened 
dough. 

“Each brand, type and shape con- 
stitutes a variety, and no baker may 
turn out more than 15 varieties of 
bread and four varieties of rolls in 
any one day.” 

Delivery services are “severely 
restricted.” Special or Sunday 
deliveries are eliminated except 


to hospitals, the department of 
national defence, railroads and 
steamships. 


“Each manufacturer of bread is 
required to affix on a top end of 
each unwrapped loaf a paper label! 
giving the name and address of the 
maker, the weight of the loaf when 
baked, the retail price and the 
brand name if one is used,” the 
board said.

DEMANDS ATTENTION 

Evidence grows also that neither 
in Washington nor Tokyo has the 
northern route, the great circle 
along the Pacific's rim, been for- 
gotten.

it will demand increasing atten- 
tion. 

On the north, U. S. territory is 
only 700 miles from the Mikado's 
realm-—one-fifth as far as the Jap- 
anese moved to smash at Pear! 
Harbor, less than one-tenth of the 
span covered by the legions pouring 
across the southern Pacific to join 
MacArthur. 

There is no guarantee a bitter 
decisive battle may not have to 
be fought along the Aleutian-Al- 
askan-Canadian route before the 
United Nations can attack.

WASHINGTON, March 21,—(CP)—Faced with the 


imminent possibility of a Japanese attack, Australia and 


New Zealand are demanding 


a greater voice in the forma- 


tion of the strategy and tactics used in the Pacific war, 
br. Herbert V. Evatt, Australian minister for external af- 
fairs, said yesterday on his arrival in Washington. 


He came here to accomplish 
two fundamental changes in the 
Prosecution of the war in the 
Pacific—the ineiusion of the 
United States in the Pacific war 
council and perhaps its transfer 
from London to Washington and 
the addition of Australian and 
New Zealand officers to the com- 
bined chiefs of staff committee 
in Washington. 

At a press conference, Dr. Evatt 
said there was no machinery or 
procedure at present by which the 
governments of Australia, 
Zealand, Britain and the United 
States met as allies in common 
council and the primary reason of 
his mission, which eventually will 
take him to Ottawa and London, is 
to remedy ,this situation. 

Dr, Evatt said he would like to 
see a Pacific war council consisting 
of the United States, Britain, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, the Nether- 
lands and perhaps China as well. 
Only by its establishment could 
there be full discugfsion and com- 
plete co-Operation among govern: 
ments, he said. 


INTEREST TO CANADA 

It was believed here that Dr. 
Evatt's mission to Washington and 
the fundamental problems he in- 

tends to raise have particular sig- 
nificance to Canada. 

Whether Canada will seek & 
voice in the planning of the war 
and the distribution of supplies ts 
a matter that may come to a 


head as a result of Dr. Evatt's 
mission to Washington. 

He expects to leave for Ottawa 
in-three weeks.

defensive purposes as well as of- 
fensive. 


The 700 miles mentioned above is 
the distance between Attu, western- 
most of the United States’ Aleutians, 
and Shumshu, northernmost of 
Japan's Kuriles. The former might 
be the pathway of a Japanese foray 
against Alaska and Canada, the 
latter the route of an American 
descent on Japan's home islands. 


SOME MOVES KNOWN 


There is little doubt that before 
the vast Pacific war runs its course 
those volcano-pocked islands and 
the cold foggy seas that wash them 
will see plenty of planes and fighi- 
ing ships and perhaps armies. The 
question is which will strike first. 

Some of the things the United 
States are 
invasion in the north or prepare 
to launch it against the enemy— 
are known to the world: the build- 
ing of a naval base at Dutch Har- 
bor, in the Aleutians; the con- 
struction of bases in Alaska; the 
pushing of the Alaska highway 
through Canada’s northwestern 
provinces; the strengthening of de- 
fences all along the broken, island- 
flecked coasts of British Columbia 
and Alaska 

The Kuriles have been a closed 
preserve to white men. But non- 
Japanese authorities have reason for 
believing the Japanese have estab. 
lished there bases for both flying 
boats and land planes, naval stations 
with docking and repair facilities 
for small warcraft and an extensive 
system of weather and radio sta- 
tions, including radiolocators to 
warn of approaching planes. 

JAPS MAY HIT FIRST 

Discussion of the Kuriles as aa 
invasion route assumes, of course, 
that there will be no early change 
in the armed peace along Russia's 
eastern borders. The Japanese are 
well aware of the opportunities such 
an adventure would open to the 
United States, in the shape of Russ- 
ian bases from which four-motorea 
bombers could reach Tokyo easily, 
even though the first Japanese 
smash might pinch off Vladivostok. 

Meanwhile, what the Kuriles 
offer to the United States, the 

Aleutians offer in similar measure 

to Japan. Perhaps in view of 


Japan's long and thorough prep- 
arations she may be ready first in 
the far north, But she has many 
other adventures on foot. And 
the Aleutians, 2,000 miles tong if 
the Alaskan peninsula is in- 
cluded, provide a longer and less 
hospitable pathway than the 
Kuriles. 


In recent years the Japanese have 
pushed their fishing fleets further 
and further into Aleutian and Al- 
askan waters in spite of Washing: 
to's protests and their charts prob- 
ably are detailed and accurate.

A brawl between two soldiers at 
a Red Deer dance hall in which

Pte Kenneth Biddle, of the 
same unit, with whom Burlie had 
been fighting, described the affair. 

“T don't know what brought it 
on.” he said, “We lived in the 
same hut and slept beside each 
other, and had been the best of 
friends up to that night.” 

“We are at the dance at this hall 
in Red Deer. 1 was dancing and 
Burlie,; who had been drinking 
quite a bit. came up and tried to 
pick a fight, 

“I didn't want it,” he said, “be- 
cause I knew what I could do.” 
Biddle said he had been a fight of 
some note at his home in Regina, 
before enlisting. 

“We went out to the hallway, 
when he asked me to ‘come outside’ 
with him, where he hit me over the 
left eye. We then went outside. 

“I had had a few drinks during 
the evening, but was not anxious iv 
fight. I tried to talk him out of it. 


KNOCKED HIM DOWN 

“He swung at me, and I ducked. 
As I ducked, I hit him and knocked 
him down, He got up and kept com- 
ing at me, and I had to keep hitting 
him, even after he exclaimed, ‘You 
broke my jaw’, and I tried to qui. 

“Finally, 1 got away from him 
and went back into the dance hall, 
and he came in after me and hit me 
behind the ear when my back was 
to him. 

“I disappeared, not wanting any 
more trouble,” he continued. 

“I broke my hand in the encoun: 
ter,” Biddle declared, 

Pte. J. J. Campbell, also of the 
same unit, corroborated Biddle's 
statement, and said that several 
of the men at the dance had tried 
to separate the pair, but that 
Burlie would not stop.

In Diphtheria 
Start Monday 


Annual = anti-diphtheria cam- 
psign in Edmonton public schools 
will commence Monday and con- 
tinue throughout the week, it was 
reported Saturday by Dr. Gordon 
E. Swallow, medical officer for 
schools. 

“The campaign will extend over 
the whole city,” he said, “and chil- 
dren over six months of age and up 
to 14 years are especially in need 
of this protection as the incidence 
and death rate among them is very 
high when they contract diph- 
theria.” 

The preventive treatment consists 
of inoculations given three weeks 
apart, three times, and makes prac- 
tically all children immune from 
attack for from five to 10 years, As 
an added precaution, the child in- 
oculated six years or more ago, 
should receive one dose, the doctor 
said.

TRAINING PERIOD 

The period of training for reserve 
units for the fiscal year beginning 
April 1, will be of 40 days duration, 
spread over the entire twelve 
months. This is an increase of ten 
days over the training which re- 
serve units have been doing in 
previous years. The forty days 
consists of fifteen days at camp, 
forty-five evenings (equivalent to 
fifteen days) at their local head- 
quarters,’and in addition ten days 
of outdoor training, made up of 
one or two day exercises. In ad- 
dition officers, non-commissioned 
officers and specialists will be 
authorized to train for an addition- 
al fifteen days (equivalent to forty- 
five nights) for a total of fifty-five 
days. 

The policy of training for the 
next year provides for both basic 
and advanced training. In _ basic 
training the man will be taught 
how to handle and how to fire a 
rifle, will learn all about the light 
machine gun and the medium 
machine gun and how to go into 
action with these weapons, There 
will be training in anti-aircraft and 
bayonet fighting and field craft, 
night exercises, rout marches, 
physical training, and anti-gas in- 
structions. 


SPECIALIST TRAINING , 

In additon to this there will be 
specialist training which will be 
pecutiar to the arm concerned, for 
armoured units, reconnaissance 
battallions, artillery units, engin- 
eers, signallers, Ordnance’ Corps 
and Army Service Corps.

Help Defend Edmonton Homes 


There are six Edmonton units of Can- 
ada’s Reserve (home defence) Army, but 
their ranks are not full. Altogether about 
1,500 men are needed to bring them all up 
to strength. A recruiting campaign is 
being launched in hope that this may be 
accomplished quickly. 

Those eligible to enlist are men under 
19 years of age and men between 36 and 
50 years of age who fall in category A 
or B. Also men between 19 and 35 years 
who are in C category or are for other rea- 
sons prevented from joining the Active 
forces. ’ 

Reserve units correspond to the Militia 
units of pre-war days. Their duties are re- 
stricted to home defence, and they are in- 


tended to reinforce active units should 


this be necessary. The members are paid. 


for the time spent in training and in the 
regular summer camp period. 

It would be curious, and anything but 
complimentary, if difficulty should be 
found filling up the ranks of these Edmon- 
ton units, With an invasion of the west- 
ern coast plainly possible, this particular 
call to arms has a very direct, local, and 
personal bearing. It is an urgent invita- 
tion to Edmonton men to get in line and 
obtain some training which will fit them 
to help defend their own homes and fami- 
lies and places of business should the in- 
vader come this way. 

That surely is a call to which every 
man who is of the proper age and physical 
fitness will want to respond immediately. 


Another Casey At The “Bat” 


If this were peacetime the “tiff” 
between Mr. Churchill and Mr. Curtin 
over Mr. Richard Casey would give the 
world a smile. The facts seem to be that 


Mr. Casey, who has been Australia’s min- 
ister at Washington, wanted another job 
and told Mr. Churchill so. Whereupon the 
Prime Minister named him a member of 
Britain’s war cabinet, with headquarters 
at Cairo. But Mr. Curtin says M. Casey 
did not tell him he was quitting. Hence 
the bringing down of correspondence and 
the possibility of parliamentary explana- 
tions and debates at Canberra and Lon- 
don. It is to be hoped the gravity of the 
war situation will not obscure the humor 
of the affair in either capital. 

If any serious inference is to be drawn 
it is that Mr. Casey is a good man, so good 
that both Governments want him. If 
Washington and Cairo were ‘somewhat 
closer together Mr. Casey—whose name 
suggests he is Irish—might accommodate 
by holding down both jobs. The circum- 
stances hardly made that possible, and 
this left it up to the enviable Casey to 
say which one he preferred. He preferred 
the assignment to the Middle East. 

The choice being made, whatever is 
done about it the incident should not be 
allowed to create friction. We are not go- 
ing to lose the war, nor is Australia going 
to be overrun by the Japanese, just be- 
cause Casey can’t function in two places 
three or four thousand miles apart. Which 
Government gets him is less important 
than that they avoid bickering. 


Good Reading 


The public will find the annual report 
of the Canadian National Railways, just 
presented in parliament, to be very inter- 
esting reading. The Railways last year 
earned enough money to pay all operating 
costs, interest due to private bond-holders 
and interest on Government advances, 
with more than $4,000,000 to the good— 
which sum will be turned into the federal 
treasury, 

This splendid outcome is the result of 
a year of exceptional business, in which 
freight traffic was the largest in the his- 
tory of the system. The total earned rev- 
enue was more than $304 millions, an in- 
crease of 23 per cent over the figures for 
1940, Operating expenses were $237 mil- 
lions plus, an increase of 17.4 per cent. 
That margin of nearly 6 per cent between 
the larger income and the extra cost of 
earning it made the difference of more 
than $21 millions in net earnings, 

During the year $10 millions was spent 
on permanent improvements and upwards 
of $7 millions on new equipment, the bene- 
fit of which will be apparent in the handl- 
ing of the still heavier traffic looked for 
in the present year. Both the spread be- 
tween increased revenue and increase of 
operating expenses and this provision for 
enlarged future business supply evidence 
that the system has been well managed, 
with due regard to economy but also with 
foresight. 

A satisfactory feature of the report is 
the showing that the public paid less in 
proportion to the service received than in 
former years. While passenger traffic 
brought in $10 millions more than in the 
preceding year, the charge per passenger 
former year, the charge per passenger 
mile was only 1.8 cents, an all time low. 
And while the work done in hauling 
freight was 20 per cent more than in the 
former peak year of 1928, the charge for

Herr Hitler is disappointed with the 
way the Riom trials are going. The evid- 
ence thus far has not fixed war guilt on 
the parties he wanted condemned. Ex- 
Premier Blum was even allowed to tell the 
truth, bluntly and accurately, when he 
pointed to Hitler as the man who plunged 
Europe in blood. That wasn’t at all the 
kind of news the Fuehrer wanted the 
world to hear from Riom. It will not be 
surprising if he brings pressure on Vichy 
to have the trials called off, to prevent 
more back-fires,

These circumstances demand 
the most searching consideration 
because they concern, in prin- 
ciple, our own relationship with 
Great Britain and with the Brit- 
ish Empire, 

Presumptuous 


It ig freely seid in Australia 
today that Mr. Churchill con- 
scripted Australia’s minister to 
the United States with the de- 
liberate purpose of disturbing 
those ties which were growing 
up between Australia and the 
United States and which Mr. 
Churchill believed were becom- 
ing too close and intimate to 
guarantee the continued health 
of the Empire. 

It is said that Mr, Churchill 
deeply resented Australia’s act 
in demanding an American com- 
mander-in-chief for her defence 
operations and that this peremp- 
tory action is by way of being a 
disciplinary retaliation. 

We can by no means go so far 
as to agree with these supposi- 
tions. Indeed, the evidence is 
all to the contrary, Mr. Churchill 
may have made blunders, He has 
never yet displayed a mean and 
vengeful spirit. 

But the fact that the British 
Prime Minister did overule the 
Australian Government in re- 
gard to the disposition of an Aus- 
tralian subject in the service of 
his country appears to be well 
established. 

That fundamental fact con- 
cerns Canada quite as intimately 
as it does Australia, because it 
undermines and renders insecure 
the whole structure of Empire as 
we conceive it, 


Precedent 


If this precedent is allowed to 
stand, there is nothing to prevent 
Mr, Churchill from taking similar 
action with regard to our own 
Canadian citizens, 

The peremptory disposition of 
Mr. Casey by Mr. Churchill with- 
out reference to the Australian 
Government, differs only in de- 
gree from a hypothetical—and 
unthinkable—move in which Mr. 
Churchill would presume to dis- 
pose of the Canadian army with- 
out reference to the Canadian 
Government. 

In principle, there is no differ- 
ence at all between overruling a 
dominion government with re- 
gard to an individual and over- 
ruling the same or another dom- 
inion government with regard to 
half a million individuals, 

If Mr, Churchill feels it within 
his rights to interfere with the 
domestic and diplomatic arrange- 
ments of Australia, what is to 
prevent him from sending the 
Canadian army, of his own ac- 
cord, on an expedition compar- 
able to the tragic wild-goose 
chase in Gallipoli? 

The precedent is unspeakable. 
The action is’ presumptuous, It 
causes unrest and distress in 
every corner of the Empire, 


War Cabinets 


With considerable foresight 
and wisdom, the Canadian Gov- 
ernment has resolutely refused 
to take any part in any projected 
“imperial war council”, 

The reason js obvious, Such an 
imperial council would have 
supreme authority over all troop 
movements and all conduct of 
the war, And yet each dominion 
would only have _a minority 
voice in it. 

No dominion government could 
refuse to recognize the authority 
of the imperial council, because 
it was represented on that coun- 
cil. But its representative could 
be overruled at any time by the 
heavy British majority, 

It is not likely that minority 
reports would have much weight 
in determining war operations, 

Some such considerations as 
these might have influenced Mr. 
Curtin in his extreme reluctance 
to allow Mr, Casey to participate 
in the duties of the British war 
cabinet. He probably felt that 
Mr. Casey, who has been doing 0 
gigantic job in Washington. 
would only be a minority voice 
in a British cabinet, 


Empire Structure 

This is not, in any sense, to be 
constriled as a condemnation of 
Mr, Churchill, The latter is, per- 
haps, the greatest figure in the 
world today, certainly the most 
inspiring 

But there are fundamenta) dif- 
ferences between Mr, Churchill's 
conception of Empire and our 
Canadian conception of Empire 
which are vital and significant, 

Mr. Churchill is a_ traditional 
imperialist. He believes that the 
Empire is a_ living organism 
whose head and heart repose in 
England.

FROM THE LIBERAL

Much has been said about a 
new order, and now we see the 
signs of the times with the ap- 
pointment of Sir Stafford Cripps 
to a position second only in the 
British Government to that of 
Prime Minister. And the selection 
of the Bishop of York to be Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, Both of 
these men have made outstand- 
ing contributions as champions 
of a new social order. 

Then we have the warning of 
Britain’s greatest statesman, 
David Lloyd George:

Today we are suf- 
fering from the consequences of 
this policy.” 

Coming to our own Dominion 
we see the far-sightedness of 
Premier Godbout of Quebec: 

“The world of tomorrow will 
be a social-minded world; I 
might even say it will be a social- 
ist world provided you allow me 
to qualify that as a Christian 
Socialist world in which material 
things and the human personal- 
ity will have equal recognition.” 

The political party that fails 
to take cognizance of the trend 
of the times to demand a new 
national social order is doomed. 
The vote in South York on Feb- 
ruary 9 should make our law- 
makers take time out to study

British Health Stands Strain 


English Folk Remarkably* 


Well in Spite of 


Suffering

(New York) 

One of the most remarkable 
features of war time Britain is 
the maintenance of the people’s 
health, in spite of all the priva- 
tion, hardships, long working 
hours and mental anxiety. The 
population is much fitter than 
the experts dared to hope at the 
outbreak of war. The fear of a 
serious deterioration in health 
and of the outbreak of epidemics 
has, so far, proved groundless. 

If the people’s health had 
shown any serious decline, this 
would have been reflected in a 
mounting number of deaths. 

Actually, except in the first 
quarter of 1940, there has been 
only a comparatively small in- 
crease. The sharp rise then was 


what has happened to the public 
mind, 

This is a war to defeat dic- 
tatorship not only political dic- 
tatorship, but financial dictator- 
ship as. well. The great masses 
that are making such a heroic 
fight to preserve our way of liv- 
ing—will demand through the 
ballot that there be no more Vic- 
torian Imperialism or Economic 
Royalism in the post-war period. 

The Libera] Party which can 
and should serve democracy’ best 
must take stock of these facts 
and divorce froa# its ranks every 
trace of reactionarism—or its 
usefulness will cease to exist.

due, in the main, not to the war, 
but to the exceptionally severe 
weather in the early part of that 
year which brought an increase 
in the incidence of influenza, 
bronchitis and pneumonia. There 
was a similar increase of deaths 
for the same reason in the first 
quarter of 1933, 

Some increase !n death rates 
has been unavoidable, for reasons 
that have nothing to do with ill 
health. Air raids have taken a 
toll of life, while the blackout has 
been responsible for a growth in 
accidents, especially motor vehi- 
cle mishaps, 

Accidents in factories have 
been more numerous also be- 
cause many hundreds of thous- 
ands of the new war workers had 
no previous experience in hand- 
ling machinery and because of 
the increase in weekly working 
hours, hile the inerease in 
accidents can be attributed to the 
war, it does not reflect health 
deterioration. ‘The Government 
has taken steps to reduce the 
accident rate by enforcing pre- 
cautionary measures and by dis- 
couraging excessively long hours 
of work which lead to fatigue 
and ill-health. 

The toll of life due to diseases 
such as diphtheria, influenza, 
measles, cancer, rheumatic fever, 
pneumonia, has shown very little 
increase. Nor has there been any 
epidemic of suicides, the figure 
for which is often an indication 
of national morale. The rate of 
suicides has actually fallen, In 
the first quarter of 1941, the 
number of suicides in England 
and Wales was 1,954, against 1,243 
in the first quarter of 1939. 

Again the diseases attributed to 
malnutrition have shown no signs 
of spreading, Deaths from vita- 
min deficiency diseases in Eng- 
Jand and Wales numbered only 
33 in the first quarter of 1941, 
compered with 29 in the corre- 
eponding period of 1939. Perni- 
cious anaemia was the cause of 
892 deaths in March. 1941. against 
534 two years earlier. In view 
of the reduction in food con- 
sumption, the absence of anv sig- 
nificant increase in deaths due to 
malnutrition ‘s very encouraging. 

Analysis 

An analysis of deaths and their 
causes thus suggests that the 
people’s health has been well 
maintained. 

Additional evidence of this 
satisfactory state of affairs is pro- 
vided by the fact that the peonle 
of Great Britain are working 
much harder, If there had been 
any serious increase in malnutri- 
tion or fatigue, this would have 
been impossible, Working hours 
have been increased, many per- 
sons are doing jobs thev had 
never done before, and all this in 
conditions which are much more 
difficult than before the war 
when air raids, blackouts and 
rationing were unknown. 

The maintenance of the pub- 
lic’s health is partly a reflection 
of the will to victory and of the 
absence of despondency, But it is 
also due, in a large measure, to 
the far-sighted poliey of the Gov- 
ernment and to the great public 
health services, which have heen 


steadily improved in recent 
years. 

Before the war, nearly 20.000- 
000 persons in Great Britain 
were covered by the Nationa! 
Mealth Insurance Acts. The ob- 


ject of health insurance, as de- 
fined in the 1911 Act, is “to pro- 
vide for insurance against loss of 
health and for the prevention 
and cyre of sickness and for pur- 
voses incidental thereto.” The 
scope of the scheme in its present 
form émbraces the whole work- 
ing class community; it provides 
for medical treatment and for 
vayments during illness and on 
the confinement of an insured 
woman or the wife of an insured 
man, The scheme is a contribu- 
tory ong, but the Government 
bears a proportion of its cost. 
The services provided by the 


scheme have been fully maine 
tained during the war. 

Children, too, are cared for 
under various Government plans, 
In particular, care is taken to 
safeguard the health of schools 
children by regular medical ex- 
aminations, and by the provision 
of milk and meals at school, This 
policy has been considerably ex- 
tended since the beginning of 
the war, and it is now the Gov- 
ernment's declared intention to 
provide every school child with 
one meal a day. 


Food Policy 


The Governmint’s food policy 
has also assisted in maintaining 
the people's health. Owing to 
the scarcity of shipping space 
and the loss of many near sources 
of supply, a reduction in food 
imports was inevitable; more- 
over, this reduction could be 
partly offset only by increased 
home production, 

But by means of rationing and 
price control the Government has 
been able to insure that everye 
body gets his fair share of essen- 
tial foods. Schemes have also 
been revised for certain scarce 
foods, such as milk, whereby 
persons who need them most are 
given priority in the distribution. 
Again, factories have been proe 
vided with canteens, where worke 
ers can supplement their rations. 

The importance of a nation's 
fitness in times of war can 
hardly be exaggerated. For ex- 
ample, a_ s€rious deterioration 
would bring an appreciable fall 
in the output of munitions. Of 
this, fortuantely, there are at 
present no indications in Britain.

Need Is Urgent 


_ Editor, Bulletin: Edmonton's 
city commissioners have brought 
down their budget for the con- 
sideration of the council, with a 
tax levy of 52 mills on the homes 
and business property of the 
citizens of Edmonton for the cure 
rent year, 1942, 

This tax is 17 mills more than 
the maximum tax rate of 35 mills 
which is consiNred by tax 
authorities to be the maximum 
without destroying the value of 
real estate as an investment, The 
mayor and aldermen are faced 
with an impossible situation as 
long as the City of Edmonton 
continues to pay more than 5 per 
cent interest on the twenty-six 
and three-quarter million dole 
lars of its bonded debt. More 
than 5 per cent is a ruinous rate 
of interest on the best security in 
Canada. The lowest rate the city 
is paying on bonds is 4% per 
cent and on some of the bonds, 
the rate is 6 per cent. The aver- 
age rate is more than 5 per cent, 


Alderman Ainley’s _ proposal, 
some weeks ago, that the city 
commissioners make strenuous 


efforts to get a lower rate of in- 
terest, is the only practical solu 
tion for the taxpayers. 

At the present time, the City 
of Edmonton is paying, annually, 
nearly $500,000 in excess interest 
charges, The bankers for the city 
only charge 4 per cent interest 
and everyone knows that bank 
interest is always higher than the 
long term interest rate on firste 
class bonds. The city commise 
sioners would be well advised to 
take their case, if necessary, to 
the minister of finance at Ottawa 
and also the governor of the 
Bank of Canada. Ottawa has the 
power and authority to remedy 
the situation immediately. 

Cities in the United States 
similarly situated to Edmonton, 
are paying as low as one-half of 
one per cent, the average rate 
being less than two per cent, 

The Edmonton Taxpayers’ As- 
sociation should take this matter 
up and insist on action.

Development Of 
Soviet Marked 
By Years’ Toil 


Growth of Soviet 
Union to a 
among the quarreling family of na- 
tions, has taken more than 40 years 
of toil, defeat, and bloodshed. 

The stamp, issued in 1930, com- 
memorates the first revolution in 
1905 which solidified revolutionary 
elements dissatisfied with the hope- 
lessly inadequate rule of Czar 
Nicholas IJ and the unpopular 
Russo-Japanese War, in which the 
unprepared Russians were defeat- 
ed.

LONDON, March 21.— (CP) — 


Britain's children are still going to | Council 


school, but in a setting like their 
parents knew rather than in class- 
rooms a modern generation might 
expect. 

Many young Britons will have 
stvange tales to tell of schooldays 
in the villages of Wiltshire and the 
mountain hamlets of Wales, many 
miles from London and the big in- 
dustrial cities they left behind 
when war reached out at them from 
the sky. 

Cockneys from London's east end 
will recount how they chased cows 
and hoed gardens in between their 
lessons in reading, writing and 
arithmetic, and sons of Clydeside 
dock-workers will recall their days 
beside the lochs learning the history 


of Scotland's wars in its natural 
setting. 
There will be many stories of 


Second Great War “Mr: Chips,” who 
came out of retirement or quit 
other jobs at the request of the 
government when 25,000 of Brit- 
ain’s 165,000 teachers were called 
to the forces. 

Education authorities are proud | 
of their record of keeping 98.6 per- 
cent of the country’s elementary 
school population of 5,000,000 in the 
classrooms. They would be prouder 
still if they could. educate the 
20,000 boys and girls in the front- 
line coastal area who haven't been 
to school for months and won't be 
going unless they move. 

For every child out of school, at 
least 250 others are receiving edu- 
cation. This record was attained 
despite lack of accommodation, the 
biggest handicap to Britain's war- 
time education, shortage of teachers 
and the effect of changed environ- 
ment on thousands of children 
evacuated early in the war to safe 
districts.

Faucet Repair 
Easy Job For 
Householders 


Repairing a leaky faucet was 
shown to be a simple job at a 
meeting of a current household- 
repsira course. Leaky fauceta 
waste an unbelievable quantity of 
water. 

If a compression faucet leaks, the 
rubber, fibre or composition washer 
located in the main passage prob- 
ably has worn. To change this 
washer, turn off the water leading 
to the fixture, then unscrew the 
large “packing” nut around the 
faucet with a monkey wrench, 
Place paper or a rag between the 
wrench jaws and the faucet metal 
to prevent marking the faucet. The 
faucet handle will come out easily. 
At its bottom you will see the de- 
fective “seat” or “disk” washer. 
Remove the screw that holds it, 
using a screwdriver. Replace washer 
with a new one and put back the 

screw and replace faucet. 


ANOTHER SPOT 

If the faucet leaks around the 
valve stem, just under the handle, 
while the water is running, it is 
likely to be the packing that is 
worn, Shut off the water supply, 
open the faucet and let the water 
drain out. Then loosen the “cap” or 
packing nut which is at the base of 
the stem of the handle. Under this 
you will see the cotton string or 
candlewicking which, wound around 
the stem, “packs” the faucet. Re- 
move it, if worn, and wind new cot- 
ton cord, soaked in oil or candle 
grease, around until it fits tightly 
when the cap or nut is pushed back 
and screwed in place, 


FURTHER DATA 

Of course, the “packing” washer, 
or upper washer under the “pack- 
ing’ nut, may be worn, although 
this usually lasts longer than the 
bottom washer. To replace this, un- 
screw the valve stem by turning 
the handle to the left until it comes 
out. Then loosen the screw that 
holds the seat washer and fasten 
a new one in.

FIRE 
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Blowing Rains 
Put Basement 
Walls To Test 


The blowing, penetrating rains 
of March and April often spell 
trouble for the walls of masonry 
houses and many basements, 
Many troubles could be prevented 
or cured if the home-owner knew 
about the wide variety of water- 
Proofing compounds and methods 
available. 

If your trouble is with walls 
above grade, where dampness is 
caused by driving rains, these are 
the things you can do: First, have a 
mason examine the joints of your 
brick or stonework to see if the 
mortar has pulled away, Jeaving 

sizable cracks, If this is the case and 
the condition is serious, the cure 
may be to “repoint,” with more 
mortar, 

If the condition is not so serious 
that real openings exist but there 
are hairline cracks, you may halt 
the leaks by using one of a variety 
of water-proofing paints. 

There are, roughly, four types of 
water-proofing paint.

Rubio In Seventh 
For 29th Straight 


NEW YORK, March 21.—(AP)— 
Ray Robinson ran his long winning 
streak as a professional campaigner 
to 2 straight by stopping Norman 
Rubio in seven rounds at Madison 
Square Garden Friday night, but 
only after having the toughest battle 
he has ever encountered. Robinson 
weighed 143%, Rubio 144. 

The finish came in the minute 
rest period between the seventh and 
cighth rounds after Rubio had been 
floored and his right eye cut in the 
seventh. But Rubio wanted lo con- 
tinue and Referee Arthur Donovan 
ended it only because Gen. John J- 
Phelan, chairman of the New York 
State athletic commission, stood up 
in his ringside seat and ordered the 
arbiter to halt the proceedings, 

His decision was greeted by a 
storm of boos from the crowd which 
half-filled the garden to see the 
skinny Harlem hammer, No, 1 chal- 
lenger for the welterweight title, 
put his big guns on display. 

The guns were planty good enough 
to put the Albany bull on the floor 
twice during the evening, but could 
not keep him there, In fact, on the 
Associated Press score card, Robin- 
son had only four rounds and Rubio 
three. 

A crowd of 11,274 contributed to 
a gross gate of $22,000.

Sunlight Hours 
Get Upper Hand 


Today is the day of the equinox, 
the first day of spring. Officially 
speaking, the people of the world 
are enjoying 12 hours of sunlight 
and 12 hours without sun today. 

Though March 21 is officially 
recognized as the day of equality, it 
is seldom that such is actually the 
case. Usually, in this part of the 
western hemisphere, the actual 
equinox occurs a day or two later 
but in complete accord with the 
topsy-turvy behavior of the 
weatherman this yeur, the day of 
transition was Tuesday, March 17. 

With the sun rising at 7:42 and 
setting at 7:44, Tuesday was the 
first day in 1942 which was longer 
than the night. 

From that day on, the hours of 
sunlight have been lengthening and 
will continue to do so until June 
21 when citizens can begin thinking 
of winter again. From that day on, 
sunlight begins to diminish grad- 
ually to reach the minimum daily 
amount on or about December 21. 
In the transition from longer days 
to the short, the fall equinox is pass- 
ed officially on September 21.

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Did you know that color travels in 
waves, like radio waves, and with 
the exception of transparent med- 
jums, every object contains some 
sort of pigment and is therefore a 
color mirror?

Province Will 
Make Refunds - 
On Income Tax 


Refunds of payments made to 
the provincial government for 
1941 provincial income tax will be 
made as rapidly as possible, E. C. 
Shaughnessy, superintendent of 
the provincial income tax depart- 
ment, stated Saturday, The refunds 
will be made under authority of 
the Taxation Temporary Suspen-

Penalties For 
Late Filing Of 
Return On Tax 


Taxpayers, if they wish to escape 
paying penalties $n addition to their 
income tax, must file their federal 
income tax returns not later than 
March 31, it was announced Sat- 
urday by W. G. Skinner, inspector 
of income tax, Edmonton division, 

It is pointed out by Mr. Skinner 
that a penalty of five per cent of 
the tax liability is imposed for 
failure to file the return on or be- 
fore the due date, even though the 
tax has been party of fully paid. So 
far as the income tax office is con- 
cerned, he said, early receipt of 
such returns is to be preferred in 
order to avoid a late rush. 

It is also pointed out that @ pers 
son who calls at the income tax of+ 
fice in the last few days of March to 
make a payment on his tax liability 
will find the office very busy, and 
may be required to wait in line 
before he can receive a receipt for 
his cash payment. It is, therefore, 
suggested that such payment either 
be made early or be made by fore 
warding certified cheques, postal, 
bank or express money orders by 
mail, stating clearly the name and 
address.

But on this bright Spring day I!

I like to think what a com- 
fort it is to the oporessed people to 
‘eceive meseares from their allies, 
even though they have to risk their 
l'ves in listening. The Czechs seem 
| to heve kept their moral sunrem- 
| acy over the tyrants. They are un- 
| der no illusions of German invinci- 
bility. When the Nazis over-stamp- 
ed the Czech banknotes, the Czechs 
got back at them by sticking on a 
label which contained four lines 
from one of their poets, cleverly 
changed to fit the occasion, the 
import of which is: “The little 
Fuehrer writes from the Reich 
that we must help his people for 
their tummies are rumbling.” This 
sort of casual contempt leaves the 
Germans baffled and irritated. 


BROKEN IN HEART 

One of the best beloved of 
Crech writers was Karel Capek, 
who died in 1938 on Christmas 
Day, broken in heart by the fate 
which had overtaken his country. 
A year ago last Christmas his 
friend and publisher, J. Furth, gave 
on the BBC Czecho-Slovak pro- 
gram a message to his departed 
friend. Mr. Capek had written once 
concerning a visit to England that 
the trees were, perhaps, the most 
beautiful things there—the trees 
and the nolicemen: but now his 
friend, addressing him, says this: 

“If you were in England today, 
I think you would add to that, the 
soldiers. They are really beautiful, 
whether they belong to the Mother 
Country or come from Canada or 
| Australfa, and the most delightful 
thing about the soldiers in England 
is that our Czecho-Slovak soldiers 
and airmen are among them. I wish 
you could see them. They wear 
English field uniforms with the 
yemeoef their country embroidered 
on their shoulders in red, and you 
will be glad to know thet they 
yublish a daily paper in camp and 
‘n it they put extracts from your 
books. ' wish you could see how 
the English farmer has ‘raised his 
back to the heavens and plunged 


| his hands in the clay,’ and gathered 


in a rich harvest.” 

Then the speaker went on to 
remind his dead friend of what 
he had written about England's 


| form of government— 


“Pverywhere in the world where 
you see a Parliament, you see a 
vit of England, for England is the 
birthplace of the parliamentary 
system. Everywhere where you 
meet with political democracy you 
discover a piece of English terri- 
tory, for England was the first 
country in the world to set up the 
ideal of democracy. And every-

The dried fruits are splendid from 
the health-building stand-point, and 
constitute a valuable addition to the 
diet. 

Some of the dried fruits which 
may be used with benefit are 
prunes, apricots, peaches, raisin 
and apples. These are commonly 
used in the stewed form with the 
breakfast meal, and are also used a: 
an economical dessert with the din 
ner meal, Dried figs and dates are 
other favorites. 

Dried apricots and peaches, and 
also prunes, are recommended fot 
their blood-building virtues, as they 
contain the.iron and copper needed 
for the building of healthy red 
blood cells. 


In order that the diet may be well 
balanced it is generally advisable to 
provide one serving a day of fruit. 
When the fresh fruit is limited as to 
variety, or is costly, then one of the 
dried fruits I have mentioned may 
be served 

Inasmuch as the sugar content of 
dried fruits is quite high, they may 
be regarded as excellent natural 
“energy” foods. 

Some people report a mild laxa- 
tive effect after using prunes, Al- 
though prunes seem to possess this 
regulatory effect in the greatest de- 
| gree, any of the dried fruits shouia 
be helpful in promoting intestinai 
cleanliness, as they supply a soft 
bulk which js useful in bringing 
about a normal action. For example, 
dried figs are especially likely tv 
be of benefit. 

The dried fruits are considered 
alkaline-forming, due to their rich- 
ness in the minerals providing an 
jalkaline ash. Figs and raisins are 
especially valuable from this stand- 
point. 

Dried fruits must be properly 
prepared to bring out the fuller 
| flavor and to preserve the shape 
Long, gentle cooking is usually best 
| Too rapid cooking causes the skins 
| to break and make the fruit mushy 
“Tenderized” prunes and apricots 
are an exception to this long cook- 
ing rule, as they have been especial- 
|ly prepared for a short cooking 
period, 
| Dried fruits are more economical 
|than they scem—partly because 
there is so little waste, and partiy 
because they increase in quantity 
through absorbing water. Another 
good point in favor of dried fruits is 
that they keep for some time. 

As the nourishment contained in 
these Sugar fruits is so concentrated 
itis a good plan to observe a little 
care lest you over-eat on them, } 
find that about 5 of the stewed 
prunes, or an equal quantity of the 
other fruits is about right 

I suggest that each family be 
served dried’ fruits, often. Cook 
these fruits correctly, serve then; 
attractively, and you may be sure 
you are giving the home folks a 
food which will help to build gaod 
rich blood

The Need of the Hour 


OR I AM determined not to know anything 
among you, save Jesus Christ and him crucified.” 
This, in essence, was the message which St, Paul 
had come to preach in Corinth. It was “The 
Preaching of the Cross.” But why thus limit himself? Did 
he have no other knowledge? Had not Gamaliel, that famed 
doctor of the law, imparted to him a rather complete 
knowledge of the laws of the fathers? And was he not 
well versed also in other subjects? Had‘he not learned that 
his message was not at all popular, that it had been looked 
upon as foolishness, and that it had become an offense to 
so many? Why then did he not come forward with lectures 
on social and political reform or some kindred philosophy? 
Was there not room for this in the economy of the 
Corinthians? Paul saw in their lives one element, un- 
recognized by themselves, which no measure of secular 
wisdom could control or remove, and that one element was 
SIN. In spite of all knowledge and culture these people 
were steeped in sin and vice, They were estranged from 
God, dead in trespasses and sins, and blinded to their own 
fate, they were rushing to their doom. Only the “Preaching 
of the Cross” would be able to rescue them. 

The “Preaching of the Cross” reveals to man the vicious 
nature of sin, It has as its focal point the sinless Son of

It is that also in our diy, Our world is in a bad way. 
War and bloodshed with all attendant horrors perplex us. 
Strong men tremble as they look into the future. Every- 
where we see hatred and envy, violence and oppression, 
sorrow and distress, At the base of it all, if we will but 
see it, there lies the fundamental cause—SIN. Men may 
speak lightly of it, their modernistic terminology may hide 
its ugly character, they may deny it and try to explain it 
away. Yet sin remains sin, transgression against God's 
perfect law. Because of sin God is visiting his terrible 
judgments upon us. Legislation will not eradicate sin from 
the heart; culture and education will not do away with it; 
social reform and uplift will not atone for it, Only the 
“Preaching of the Cross” can bring about a change. It 
attacks the trouble at its root, it attacks sin, and only when 
the cause has been removed by faith in Christ, only then 
will the terrible effects be modified.

Dairies Agree 
To Co-Operate 
On Milk Trade 


Co-operating with the Dominion 
government's policy of conserva- 
tion of gasoline, rubber, and other 
vital war materials, the Alberta 
Board of Public Utility Commis- 


sioners Saturday issued an order 
governing the sale and delivery 
of milk in the province. 

Under the order no licensed dis- 
tributer in any controlled area shall 
sell or introduce for sale any dairy 
product in lHquid form which has 
not been heretofore sold in the area, 
nor shall any distributor use any 
type or size of container for milk 
or milk products, or use milk bot- 
tle caps, not previously in use, 

Butterfat content of cream is re- 
stricted to 34 per cent in whipping 
cream, and to 10.5 per cent in cereal 
cream, Whipping cream, in future 
will be marketed to the general 
public in half-pint containers only, 
and cereal cream in pint sizes, Sales 
of whipping cream to the wholesale 
trade can be made in quart sizes 
and bulk, the same rule applying to 
cereal cream Sales. 


IN QUART SIZES 

Buttermilk and chocolate flavored 
dairy drink shall be sold to retail 
customers in quart sizes only, and 
sour cream deliveries can be made 
only when an order has been plac- 
ed at least one day prior, 

The distribution of homogenized 
milk having a content greater than 
4'% per cent butterfat, is forbidden 
under the order. 

Distributors are restricted 
delivery of milk products to Stores 
and retail customers through the 
regular delivery vehicle supplying 


the area in which such Store or cus- | 


tomer is located, Delivery must be 
effected in the time allotted to the 
regular service to the area, and not 
more than one delivery a day shall 
be made. 


RETURN PROHIBITED 
The return of milk or liquid milk 
products from any store is forbid- 
den under the terms of the order, 
A dairy official stated Saturday 
that, with the exception of the ban 
on homogenized milk, the new regu-

Instead of an impressive-looking 
tin containing tobacco loosely pack- 
ed, the smoker, after present stocks 
are used up, will regeive a smaller 
tin containing the same quantity 
of tobacco, but packed more tightly 
Volume capacity of tobacco tins 
under the new regulations, must 
not exceed six cubic inches per 
ounce of tobacco.

Most so called “tin cans” are 
made of lacquered steel sheets. 
Rea] tin is now prohibited in the 
making of containers for coffee, 
candy, cereals, cheese, chocolate, 
cold cream, compacts and a wide 
range of other commodities, in- 
cluding crown caps for beverage 
bottles.

Due to increased revenue, the 
financial standing of the hospital 
was such that only $2,137 of the city 
appropriation was required to bal- 
ance the budget, it was reported. 

Attention, was drawn to the fact, 
however, that the winter months 
are the best from the revenue view- 
point, and that it was necessary to 
build up resources in the winter 
months to take care of the “finan- 
cial dog-days” in the summer. 

Tota] revenue for February was 
$45,237 or $9,600 more than in Feb- 
ruary 1941, and bringing the 
reyenue for the two-month period 
up $14,000 over last year, Increase 
in cost of operation , was over 
$3,000 more than in February, 1941. 

On recommendation of the prop- 
erty committee, the superintend- 
ent was authorized to take such 
steps as he considered necessary fo? 
salvaging useless hospital materials 
to assist in the national war effort. 

Superintendent of the school of 
nursing, Miss M. S. Fraser reported 
that an annual scholarship has been 
awarded by the Alumnae assOcia- 
tion to six graduates of the school, 
three of whom are now on the 
present staff. The total amount 
awarded to date has been $1,125. 

During February there was a 
daily average of 374 patients, Supt. 
Dr. A. F. Anderson reported, and 
10,482 patient days.
